Warmest Winter 
U.S. government meteor- 
(\\( ologists reported that this 
winter has been the 
nation's warmest on record. Except 
for afew cold spells, this season can 
be characterized as a winter that 
never really arrived. The main rea- 
son that 93.2 percent of the 48 con- 
tiguous states reported warmer-than- 
normal weather, is that the main 
polar jet stream stayed unusually far 
north, along the U.S.-Canada bor- 
der. At the same time, the subtropi- 
cal jet stream blew warm moisture 
into the Midwest from the El Nino 
warm ocean current in the tropical 
Pacific, resulting in severe flooding 
in parts of Texas. 


Ramadan 

A committee of six Egyp- 
tian astronomers formally 

declared the start of Rama- 
dan, Islam’s holy month of fasting, 
when the crescent moon of Rama- 
dan was sighted in the afterglow of 
sunset on March 4. Clerics in other 
North African and Gulf states, as 
wellasthose in Southeast Asia, made 
the same proclamation following 
similar sightings, or after consulting 
astronomical calendars. During the 
next month, the world’s one billion 
Muslims are to abstain from eating, 
drinking, making love, and smoking 
from dawn to dusk.

eruptions inthe Philippines 
eight months ago killed at 


least 800 people, was the site of 31 
volcanic tremors during the week. 
Experts warned that it might be 
months before the 5,770-foot moun- 
tain erupts again, but warned people 
against entering the six-mile safety 
zone around the crater. About 100 
miles to the south, Taal has shown 
no further signs of activity since a 
swarm of tremors forced thousands 
to evacuate its volcanic island in 
mid-February.

The letter, signed by 
2,000 Britons, strongly condemned 
the killing of dogs for food in Taiwan, 
and suggested adrop in tourism and 
commerce might occur if the prac- 


tice continued. Dog meat is popular 
in Taiwan and many parts of China 


because of its reputed nutritional 
value and warming effect in winter.

If you watch comedy on cable TV, you are 
probably familiar with Gallagher, the comedian 
who has appeared in more comedy specials than 
anyone else. On Thursday, April 2nd, he will be 
performing live at Springfield’s Symphony Hall. 
Wielding his trademark Sledge-O-Matic, Gallagher 
showers the audience with the pulverized remains 
of apples, lettuce, fruitcakes, and Big Macs. His 
audiences are so well aware of his antics that they 
regularly come to his concerts equipped with rain- 
coats, umbrellas, and sunglasses with wipers on 
them. 

Gallagher’s comedy is more than outra- 
geous stunts and bizarre props, however. He is an 
acerbic observer of human nature whose originality 
is more than merely stylistic. It’s as if his job is to 
notice all the little, offbeat stuff in the world and] 
report it back to us. 

Gallagher’s live show is also unique in the 
amount of preparation he does for each city he 
performs in. It’s not unusual for him to refer to local 
politics, problems, or personalities during the course 
of the evening, making him one of the few comedi- 
ans providing customized performances. 


If you watch comedy only on cable TV, you 
are probably not familiar with Lea Delaria. This 
nationally known comic, with a background and 
training in theater and vocal music, brings her new 
show, Butchfemmelezziedykefag, to the 
Northampton Center for the Arts on Friday and 


Go-Go, attracted sell-out crowds here. 

In 10 years of performing, Delaria has gar- 
nered much acclaim and many honors, including 
Outstanding Comedy Entertainer in San Francisco, 
one of New York City’s Ten Funniest Women, P- 
|| Town’s Golden Gull award, and a designation in the 
Boston Globe as “the lesbian Lennie Bruce.” 

She describes her comedy style as “a cross 
between Ralph Kramden, Robin Williams, and 
Martina Navratilova. I’m loud, I’m vulgar, and I’m 
funny.” Delaria’s insights on relationships, dating, 
sex, and growing up are relevant to a broad audi- 
ence. Inan interview with Provincetown Magazine 
she relates how much she enjoys “getting a lot of 
heterosexuals at my show. They can relate to a lot 
of the material, and they’re checking out that we’re 
just people. They really get that!” 

Delaria has had chances to be on TV, but 
only on condition that she not say she is a lesbian. 
“Until they’re willing to accept me as | am, then I 
won’t be on the Carson show,” she says. “But there 
are other places that will have me.” 

Comedy is better live, anyway.
